Group II, claims 14-19, drawn to a method for positioning of one or more flat 
objects in an envelope, and an envelope containing one or more flat objects. 

Group III, claims 20 and 21, drawn to a method to produce a document 
containing several sheets, and a document containing a number of sheets. 

Group IV, claims 22 and 23, drawn to a method to seal envelopes and a sealed 
envelope. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Group I has the special technical feature of the details of embossing the 
overlapping edges of the sheets along the second part of the periphery of the 
envelope; 

Group II has the special technical feature of the details of embossing of opposite 
pages of the envelope in an area of the envelope located close to the flat object 
so that the flat object is fastened to a limited area of the envelope; 

Group III has the special technical feature of the details of embossing of sheets 
with text or symbols to form a document; and 

Group IV has the special technical feature of the details of sealing an envelope 
with glue and then embossing in the area of the glue seal for security. 
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3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
